b. All records and correspondence relative quantities and delivery schedules, and 
any variation thereto, including any discussion, queries, or instructions 
relative to deferments, amendments, etc. 

Pursuant to Title 15, Code of Eederal Regulations, Section 4.4(c), records requested must be 
described in enough detail to enable Department personnel to locate them with a reasonable 
amount of effort. If possible, a request should include specific information about each record 
sought, such as date, title or name, author, recipient, and subject matter of the record. As 
currently stated, your request, does not clearly describe the records sought, and, therefore, does 
not constitute a proper request under the FOIA. In particular, please provide clarification for the 
following: please provide the name of the Contracting Agency you seek this information 
regarding and provide specific dates (beginning/ending) of the documents you seek, and names 
of people you would like included in this search for responses. Furthermore, the Census Bureau 
produces various forms, please provide the exact form names, versions or numbers that you are 
seeking. 

We are more than happy to assist you with your request. However, as indicated above, 
additional information is needed in order to search for responsive documents. Please clarify your 
request by providing additional information and describing in detail the records you seek. If
